This Infercnec can be drawn, among 
other source.^, from the lorinal approval 
given by Secretary or War Stlmson, who 
would not bo expected to go overboard lor 
n bill opposed by the President. 

"A total moBlUzatlon of our man and wo- 
nianpower Is essential to win the war," Sec- 
retary Slmson wrote to Chairman Reynolds 
of the senate committee on military nffalrs. 
"Only through comprehensive legislation, 
such as S- 000, to place on everyone the equal 
obligation to serve in the war effort can a 
total mobilization be achieved." 

Tlic waste of manpower presently result' 
liiB from lack of any consistent overall prO' 
gram iirfjues for the necessity for congrcw 
to act. But there la another argument o( al- 
most equal weight. 

The .sole compulsion now available to the 
administration arises through pervensloii of r 
the military draft. Selective service, designed 
merely to sec that the burden of ac- 
tual soldiery ;;hal! fall fairly and Impartially 
upon all eligible men In the nation. Is being 
iLicd as a club for a variety of purpo.ses. 

It is getting so bad that soon parcnU;, In- 
stead of InyoklnB the bogey man or that 
devil Hltler.'wU! begin warning their chil- 
dren: "Eat your spinach, now. and drink 
your milk, or I'll have the draft board cla;i.i- 
Ify you lA." 

It Is hard to blame Selective Service tor 
permitting its broad powers to be used for 
desirable purposes. In the absence of other 
.sanctions. But that .lort of thInR Is under- 
mining public confidence In the one qual- 
ity without which a military draft can not 
survive In a democracy— the quality of utter 
- Impartiality. 

Let's have n congressional decliiratlon, and 
■keep the draft clean and pure.
